and are costing the society $50.00 per 
year for each child. 
In addition to 
this great work, the society has temp- 
orarily aided, at greater or lees ex- 
pense, more than two thousand other 
children, who were later returned to 
thelft homes where possible. 
The field of the society's opera- 
tions is Virginia where statistics ahow 
there are many thousands of little 
children m extreme neglect, without 
father, "'other or home- 
The F 
has two receiving homes, 


one lu- 
-n Richmond, with a cap- 
acity fu ..unety children, and on* in 
Roa'noke. with capacity for thirty 
children. 
Both homes ar* equipped 
with playgrounds, shade 
trees and 
flowers; in charge of «fflci*nt mat- 
rons and trained nurse* . 
' Many equally needy children, how- 
ever, cannot b* received on account of 
insufficient room and financial sup- 


Based on th* foregoing facts, the 
society must have, in order to meat its 
needs 
throughout 
th* state, for a 
period of thre* years budget of not 
less than $««.»00.00 
Th* *tat* provides 
for its dear, 
dumb blind and crippled children, but 
the Children's Home Society Is the 
only plac* where hotnele**, 
normal 
children can find adequate attention 
during infancy and early childhood, 
while a horn* Is being found for them.

THREE SUICIDES AS 


EXCLUSION PROTEST 


By RODERICK MATETJESOX 


(Chicago Tribune Cable Dispatch.) 
TOKYO, June 7 —There were three 
suicides of Japanese yesterday in pro- 
test againet the passage of American 
legislation excluding Japanese immi- 
grants from the United States. Two 
threw themselves from trains, one at 
Haraamatsu and the other at Choshi, 
another hung himself. 
The .suicide at Hamsmatsu was a 
man of twentj -four 
He left a note 
addressed to the "Japanese 
people" 
in which he said. "There should be 
no buying of American goods." 
The victim at Choshi was an un- 
identified boy of about twent> 
who 
was dressed like a student. He left 
a note saying: 
"I sacrifice myself for the sake of 
the nation. I hope to consolidate the 
thoughts of the people at this hour 
on the disturbance due to American 
exclusion. I hope that my compa- 
triots will appreciate the reason why 
I die." 
Another Japanese committed sui- 


cide in a suburb of Tokyo near the 
Toyama military school. 
The man 
was about 23 years of age, and be- 
fore hanging himself left a note to 
Ambassador Woods 
The letter said: 
"I die glad knowing you are doing 
your utmost to bring a satisfactory 
end to American hatred towards Ja- 
pan. 
The spirit of Japan is like the 
waves beating toward the shore and 
can not be stopped. 
Will you have 
sympathy for me " The news of the 
suicides are 
prominently 
displayed 
by the press and it is likely to lead 
to an epidemic of such. 
Considerable fuel has been added 
to the ami-American flames today 
br the publication here of a letter 
from Manager Okada, who is now in 
America touring with the Meiji base- 
ball team. Mr. Okada says the Jap- 
anese were treated 
bitterly by the

thl* says: "One can not criticise too 
severely on the savagery of the stu- 
dents of the University of California.

It it recognised that it it far eatier 
for designing men to plunder the public treasury than to retch 
their grasping fingers into the till of private industry. The public 
business is everybody's businett and what is everybody's business 
is nobody's business These truths are well known and are the 
underlying reasons for legislation guarding against the betrayal of 
public trust. The public conscience revolts at the idea of a public 
servant bargaining and trading with public funds. The opportunity 
for corruption in such bargaining and trading is apparent. There- 
fore in practically every department of. government whether it be 
for the United States, the State of Virginia or the City of Danville- 
the lawmakers have recognized the wisdom of protecting the pub- 
lic against even the appearance of graft by prohibiting members of 
lawmaking and administrative bodies from entering into contracts 
with the government they are serving. 


Section 659 of the City Ordinances of Danville 'see page Nine, 


has been a part of the municipal law of Danville for many, 
many years. It has comparatively recently, in March 1923, received 
the sanction and approval of the present Council who then re-or- 
dained it and included it in the new codification of the City Or. 
dinances. It follows in theory similar laws of the National Con- 
gress and of the Virginia General Assembly. It is a wise provision 
dictated by prudence and a purpose to prevent public men from 
serving two masters. No man dares question the propriety or wis- 
dom of this law. No man dares suggest its repeal or amendment. 
It is the law in Danville in theory but not in fact. It is observed 
by all except those for whom it was intended. It is ignored by the 
very men who approved it and whose conduct it is designed to con- 
trol in their relations with the public. 


The public is familiar with the business dealings had with the 


city by certain members of the present Council who are candidates 
for re-election. 


We hare no way of knowing whether the city got its money's 


worth in these transactions. We do know that the ordinance in 
question was passed for the purpose of preventing councilmen from 
taking advantage of their positions to drive unfair bargains with 
the City; bargains which might redound to the benefit of the bar- 
gaining councilmen but to the prejudice of the city and its citizens. 
The Councilmen referred to above have ignored, flaunted and vio- 
lated this law which is the citizen's only safeguard against graft 
in his city administration. 'The amounts above referred to were 
paid only'after the accounts had been approved by the Council as 
a whole and to that extent the entire body participated in this law- 
less arid law-defying conduct and ignored the anti-corruption ordi- 
nance.

Is the City Council above the law? Must all others obey while our City Fathers are 


exempt? Is there anybody anywhere whose business it is to see that those in public office 
shall abide by the laws of Virginia and even the laws which the Council have themselves 
ordained and approved? The people of Danville have elected a body of lawbreakers who 
are lawless and law-defying. They write regulations that govern the conduct of others and 
utterly ignore them when they affect themselves. This is strong language but the records 
justify it. 


The Constitution of Virginia, the Code of Virginia and the city charter all in direct 


and positive language provide that in order to be a member of the Council a person must 
be a qualified voter. B. J. Hurd is admittedly not a qualified voter. The present Council 
in deliberate violation of law elected Mr, Hurd. Nothing is done about it, and Mr. Hurd 
now seeks to have the people approve his lawless conduct in this matter. 


Section 659 of the city ordinance is as follows: 


Sec. 659.—No officer of the city or member of the Council shall 


directly or indirectly contract with the city or any of it* boards or 
committees for furnishing it or any of its departments with labor, 
supplies, machinery, or other articles, or for doing any work for the 
city, nor shall he be interested in the profits of any such conracts* Any 
one violating this section shall be fined fifty dollars and, in addition, 
shall be guilty of malfeasance in office and subject to removal there- 
from. 


W. E. Gardner & Co., (not Incorporated), in January, 1921, was paid $182.50 for 


hauling by the city of Danville. W, W. Bowman in April, 1924, was paid $1,150 for four 
mules. W. W. Bowman is the silent partner of W. E. Gardner & Co. Guy F. Walton in 
April, 1924, was paid $42.00 for hauling. 


Messrs. Gardner aiid Walton received this money in plain violation of the city law. 


They have used their official position to take money in the teeth of a provision of the law 
to the contrary. By the terms of an ordinance in existence for long years and again ap- 
proved by the present Council on March 12th, 1923, they have been guilty of malfeasance 
in office and have forfeited their right to sit as councilman; yet nobody proceeds against 
them, and they unblushingly offer themselves as candidates for re-election to offices which 
they have already misused. 


During the recent session of the General Assembly, the City Council paid the ex- 


penses of A. B. Carrington, W. E. Gardner and City Attorney A. M. Aiken, totalling 
$95.93 for the purpose of going to Richmond to urge the views of individual councilmen 
with reference to charter changes. We defy any living man to point to one line in the city 
charter which can be stretched to sustain the authority of the Council to pay such ex- 
penses. The City Council has no right with reference to the advocacy of or opposition to 
charter legislation superior to other citizens; and yet they have undertaken to advance their 
personal ideas and views, not at their personal expense, but at the expense of the commun- 
ity at large. It is a plain diversion of public funds for private use, unauthorized and un- 
warranted by law and contrary to the sort of ideals that should prevail in the administration 
of public funds. The city has the right to recover this money so expended. It belongs to 
the city, and yet the city officials sit idly by and permit this violation of law and shut their 
eyes. We defy any successful challenge of these facts, they cannot be met by sob-stuff 
and sneers at "practical politicians." No other Council in the history of Danville has such a 
record as this "Goo Goo Council." No defense for such acton can be made except the 
sort of defense that was heard in some quarters in the oil scandal. If this is good govern- 
ment, God save the city I

Meanwhile. :t is being freely pre- 


dicted that the confession? of Xathan 
Leopold. Jr.. and Richard Loeb, the 
youthful "thrill slayers," will be at- 
tacked in court on the ground that 
they were not voluntary Here, though 
it is admitted, the third degree was 
merely mental, and was fully justified 
by the results. 
Bat Wilson and his two fellow in- 


structors at Harvard school stand out 
tse exhibits A. B and C of what is not 
justified in the way of third degree. 
These now forgotttn figures in the 
Franks case had once made some re- 
mark that sounded as though it might 
be incrimination. 
As a result, they 


spent seven . days 
in the 
"goldfish 


room," undergoing experiences which 
assert make the tactics of the Russian 
cheka appear humane. 


The "goldfish room." be it known. 


derives its name from the fact that 
it is plentifully equipped with conven-

The undulations of the hose 
a«= it is brandished before the victim 
r4s incel some imaginative policeman

without warning, with no word to 
their friends as to where they had 
been taken, the three instructors were 
taken to the "goldfish ram."

All that was known came out 


in newspaper stories .apparntly in- 
spired, which 
announced 
that 
the 


prisoners were at the point of confes- 
sing the Franks murder. 


Here, in the words of Walter Wil- 


son's lawyer, is what happened to 
Wilson in the "goldfish room." 


He was beaten -w ith a rubber hose 


until it was torture for him even to 
breathe. 
Of course, during this time. 


he was bound. Twice he was assaulted 
by a police lieutenant on the person.

policemen 
held 
the 
prisoner 


while the lieutenant 
knocked him 


down with his fist. The point was to 
arcue Mr Wilson into confessing that 
he had kidnapped and killed Robert 
Ffanks " 
"The prisoner got little or no sleep 


During their inquisition, the goldfish 
operators would t--ll him stories about 
the horrors of hanging. 
One of their 


favorite yarns was 
about how 
Carl 


Wanderer hal gone to his death sing- 
ing 'Pal Of Mine"." 


Seven days of this—days so filled 


with horror for the victims that even 
King 
Philip of 
Spain 
must 
have 


turned in his grave in jealousy of this 
new inquisition—and then the three 
suspects were released and forgotten. 
Xot a breach of suspicion attached to 
them, although inriminating stories 
had been blazoned before the public. 
Xo charge had been made against 
them 
Such tactics have proved extremely 


successful in the past. They Were so 
successful in one recent case that two 
-•-ets of persons confessed ihe same 
furder—and mire "goldfishing" had 
to be done to find out which confes- 
sors were telling the truth. 


But the pretty little goldfish won't 


wiggle for future suspects if the three 
Harvard 
school instructors 
go suc- 


cessfully through with their plans to 
punish the fishermen.

knowledge of affairs to take greater 
chances than, one who is entirely de- 
pendent for a living upon the income 
from his Investments and who la not 
in touch with changing conditions in 
the business world. 
Such a business 


man by diversifying hia holdings la 
able substantially to increase" the 
average return. It is taken fro grant- 
ed that the business man Investor will 
be able to recognize the development 
of adverse conditions in the industries 
represented by his securities and will 
dispose of the same at a loss if nec- 
essary. 


Doubtless there are such business 


men but my experience has been that 
the average business man is little bet- 
ter qualified to protect his interests in 
this way than Is the veriest tyro in 
financial affairs. 
The trouble Is that 


too often the business man's invest- 
ment develops Into a business man's 
speculation and the rules for success- 
ful speculation, admitting that there 
is such a thing as successful specula- 
tion, 
are 
direct contradictions of 
those for investing. Successful specu- 
lation, are direct contradictions of 
those for investing. Successful specu- 
lation involves the willingness and the 
ability to take losses, small losses be- 
fore they become large ones. 
The investor who is lured into tak- 


ing the so-called business man's In- 
vestment is seldom temperamentally 
fitted to practice this rule. He holds 
his "business man's investment" long 
after it has become a speculation and 
then sells out at a heavy loss just 
when the real speculator is ready to 
buy. 
The theory fails in another re- 


spect. 
The successful business man 


must of necessity devote most of his 
time to hi sown business. He cannot 
afford to occupy his mind about his 
securities. This is even more true of 
professional men. The moral is that 
unless you are exceptionally qualified 
yourself or can rely implicitly upon 
someone else it is better to leave the 
business man's investment to others 
and confine your own holdings to se- 
curities of a higher grade.
